contains §10,000,000 in gold, aud a few 
hundreds in silver coin. The safe contain- 
ing the coin is kept in the Cnstom House, 
and is composed of double sheets of iron, 
strengthened by cross bars or lattice work 
of cast steel rods, between which no instru- 
ment can cut or -file. 
The safe is fifteen 


feet long, eight wide, and about us many 
feet higli. 
It is divided into two apart- 


ments, in tbe inner one of which the money 
is deposited, and it has three thick iron 
doors, each havin-* two Jocks, tbe keys to 
which are distributed at night among the 
different clerks—the Assistant Treasurer 
keeping himself the register of the princi- 
pal key, so that the safe cannot be unlocked 
unluts all are present. 
On the sides of the 


safe are tiers of boxes, capable of holding 
in all nine millions sis. hundred thousand 
dollars. 
They are now filled with coin, 


which is put up in bags of five thousand 
dollars each, except a few containing small 
amounts for convenience in making pay- 
ments. 
Tbe weight of the ten millions of 


gold now in custody is eighteen and three-- 
quarter tons.

Sale of Robespierre's Guillotine.—The 


late foreign arrival brought news of the 
sale of the identical Guillotine of the hor- 
rible Reign of Terror, and the baskets be- 
longing to it, into which the beads of its 
victims, from ten to a hundred per,day, 
dropped, under the system of Kobespierre, 
including the head of the heartless butcher 
himself.
